Allowable Subject Matter 

3. This action is in response to the communication' dated January 10, 2006. 

4. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-7, 9-12, 14 and 16-20 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a method and system for protecting 

audio/video content during storage and playback on a processor-based system. Each 
independent claim (claims 1, 6 and 18) identifies unique feature of storing the encrypted 
decryption key in a memory region that is inside of a demultiplexer. By doing so, the 
memory region inside the multiplexer is not addressable by hackers and may thus be 
impervious to attack and by doing so, the memory region inside the multiplexer may be 
the "staging area" for presentation of the information to other circuitry of the receiver. 
The closest prior arts, Candelore (2002/0188567), Kocheret al. (6,289,455), Uz 
(6,351,538) and Usui et al. (6,305,018) fail to anticipate or render the above limitations 
obvious.
